His Ability to Adapt Himself to Con

Indianapolis, Ind., August 
7.— 


Holding the interest of a State eon- 
•ention crowd for almost three hours 
vith a flood of oratory" is

ics, but that is what James E. Wat- 
ion of Rushville, former congress- 
nan and candidate for governor four 
ears ago, did at the convention of 
loosier Republicans here yesterday. 


Watson's natural ability to adapt 


limself to the conditions, and his 
bility to .hold the attention of the 
elegates with his eloquent power of 
peeeh w«s largely responsible for 
is achievement. 
This was best il- 


i.stratod when a flashlight 
roared 


ight in the middle of a sentence. 


"I wish you fellows would quit 


nking pictures here now so that I 
nn paint the picture of the other 
tllows." Mr. Watson said, before 
ickiug up.the thought the flash'had 


disturbed. 


There was a wild demonstration by 


the crowd when Watson stepped for- 
ward, to take command anil delivered 
his keynote speech. 


"I am going to do something I nev- 


er did before in my life," said Mr. 
Watson. "I am going partly to read 
a speech. On occasions of this kind 
it is necessary to write a speech in 
order that it may be given to the 
nvess. And it is proper >hat the 
speaker shall at least read a part of 
the speech he has written. But while 
1 read my speech, if you tire and will 
indicate it, I will lay aside my manu- 
script and make a Republican speech, 
anyway." 


The crowd 
cheered 
and 
cried. 


"Throw away your manuscript." "Cut 
loose. Jim," "Go to It." 


The first mention of the name of 


President 
Taft 
by Mr. Watson 


brought forth loud applause.

came when Watson referred to "the

Watson said that during all but 


two years of the eight of the Cleve- 
land administration there was a Re- 
publican senate to check Democratic 
action. "How little opportunity'the

Ex-governor R. B. Glenn devoted 


most of his address on the subject, 
"Our Country, Its Possibilities and. 
Wils" at the chautauqua last night 
o sounding an optimistic note, and 
u* brief mention was made of the 
esetting sins of Americans as a na- 
ion. His lecture dealt largely with 
he reconstruction of the South, in 
-hich he is most vitally interested as 
e is- a native southerner. 
The former executive launched in.-/ 


to his set speech, and at the very 
outset he declared that he would not 
discuss the political perils -that are 
'eating at the foundation of the na- 
tion. But his allusion to Woodrow" 
Wilson, when he said: "I went to 
Baltimore Juno 20. to help nominate 
the nest President 
of the 
United 


States and have 
not' been home 


since" was applauded. 


He compared the United States of 


a century ago when it was a howling 
wilderness to the twentieth century! 
He introduced a lot of statistics to 
show how the 
United States had 


grown. 
Gov. Glenn devoted some 


time to the Civil war, telling the story 
of North Carolina's part at the be- 
ginning of the struggle. 


Many times during his speech Gov. 


Glenn ascended to great oratorical 
heights and in describing scenes dur- 
ing and after the Civil war he exhib- 
ited his fiery southern temperament. 
He told how North Carolina hung in 
the balance when the question of se- 
cession arose, and how his father 
took the stump for the preservation 
of the Union. The question was sub- 
mitted to the voters, who said by a 
majority of 57.000 to remain in the 
Union. But when Fort Sumter was 
fired on. it was a question of fighting 
one's own kin. the southern orator 
said, and the majority stood 
with 


their neighbors. 


Gov. Glenn gave a glowing account 


of the battle at Cemetery Heights by 
which he stirred the audience to pro- 
longed applause. 


"All honor to the boys in blue," he 


concluded, almost exhausted, "and 
all honor to the boys in gray." 


e^ paid a fine tribute to General 


Grant, whom, he said, was too fine a 
gentleman to take Lee's sword and

Indianapolis, Aug. 7. — Naming a for- 


mer governor of the state as head of 
the ticket and the author of the 
Moore remonstrance law as his run- 
ning mate, reaffirming by an unmis- 
table majority its historic position on 
the local option question and for the 
first time declaring in favor of wom- 
an's suffrage, the Republicans of In- 
diana brought to a close one of the 
most largely attended and enthusiastic 
conventions in their recent history. 
Beginning at 10:20 o'clock iu the fore- 
noon the business of the convention 
proceeded in an orderly and harmo- 
nious fashion — with the exception of 
a fist fight in the Indianapolis delega- 
tion requiring the attention of the po- 
lice for a few moments and the ex- 
pulsion of two or three obstreperous 
colored delegates — until 4:20 when 
Chairman Olds brought down his gavel 
with a final thwack and declared the 
convention adjourned sine die. 


The business of the convention was 


accomplished with the taking of but 
three ballots and the result of one of 
these was never announced. This was 
tha ballot on nomination for head of 
the ticket. The names of Former Gov- 
ernor Durbin, Former Congressman 
Cheney, of Sullivan, Mayor Shank, of 
Indianapolis, and Charles A. Carlisle, 
a South Bend manufacturer, were plac- 
ed in nomination. The ballot proceed- 
ed to a close and it was unofficially 
noted that Durbin had received 585 
of the 720 votes necessary to nomi- 
nate. Before the tellers had announc- 
ed their footings, various counties be- 
gan changing their votes to Durbin. 
This became a regular band wagon 
rush. It was amid the confusion thus 
created that the fight occured in the 
Marion county delegation. Shank, Che- 
ney and Carlisle, seeing the way the 
"boss's eye was sot" climbed onto the 
platform and one after the other wltli- 
drew in Colonel Durbin's favor, mov- 
ng at the same time that his nomina- 
ion be made unanimous.

Bat all the members of the resolutions 
committee had not signed this report 
and a minority report was brought in 
t>y J. Ross Wood of Terre Haute, sign- 
ed by himself and two other members 
of the committee. This report briefly 
moved that the .option plank in the 
resolutions be stricken out. Mr. Lock- 
wood straightway made a motion to 
table this minority report, which mo- 
tion received a storm of seconds from 
all parts of the house. The issue then 
went to ballot and the anti-option mo- 
tion was done for by a vote of 1,004% 
to 429%. And the whoops with which 
the convention then adopted the full 
Lockwood report doubly confirmed the 
delegates' stand on the option ques- 
tion. 


The third and last ballot of the day 


was on the nomination of a candidate 
(or reporter of the supreme court 
There were two aspirants for this 
place, W. H. Ripley of Indianapolis 
and\€harles R. Haller of Huntington.

The report of the committee on res 


olutions, which was adopted with 
hurrah, starts off with a ringing in 
dorsement of the administration o 
President Taft, of which it declares 
"Measured by what it has accomplish 
ed in the public interest, there is non 
which surpasses it." The suggestio 
of giving more than two terms to an 
president is condemned and a const 
rational amendment limiting the pr 
dent to one term of six years is fa 
vored. 


The plank relating to local optio 


is as follows: 
"For more than a 


generation the Republican party of In- 
diana has responded to advancing pub- 
lic sentiment with respect to the sa- 
loon question. It has always recog- 
nized it as a moral question which 
touches the home in a very vital way. 
A Republican legislature, responding 
to what it rightly believed was the 
popular wish and the platform pledge 
of a Republican convention, enacted a 
county local option law. The people 
promptly availed themselves of its 
provisions and sixty-one counties vot- 
ed against the saloons. A Democratic 
legislature, responding to

brewery influences and' betraying the 
great majority of the people, repealed 
the law and saloons were forced back 
in fifty-three counties from) which 
they had been excluded under the Re- 
publican law. We demand the re-en- 
actment of the county local option law 
by the next legislature and insist that 
every Republican candidate for a seat 
in that body shall stand pledged to 
carry out the will of this convention."

The Chicago platform is

The registration law is de- 
clared to be cumbersome and a revi- 
sion of the law restricting its provi- 
sions "to those communities in which 
its operations are essential to the 
proper protection of the ballot" is 
urged.

approves an amendment to the state 
constitution providing for the enfran- 
chisement of women, favors state su- 
pervision and state aid of and for the 
main market roads, declares for gen- 
erous pensions, favor* a revision of 
the state constitution by a constitu- 
tional convention and declares In favor 
of the celebration of the centennial of 
the admission of Indiana to the Union 
by the erection of a memorial Jmllding 
In keeping with the dignity and prog- 
res* of the state, and to accommodate 
the state library, the museum, histo- 
rical, geological and biological ma- 
terial, with rooms for the use of his- 
torical and like organization*, and 
•pace for the preservation .and display 
of historical relics and document*.

In this 
connection the platform favors the 
suffrage for women upon the idea that 
the continuously increasing number of 
women who are forced to earn their 
own living render the ballot a neces- 
sity to their welfare. 


The failure of the federal adminis- 


tration to continue the work of the 
country life commission in aid of the 
condition not only of the farmer but 
of his family, Is pointed out and its 
continuance recommended. 


While the retention of the Sherman 


law is favored, it is recommended that 
t be supplemented by the work of an 
nterstate industrial commission which 
not only could tell business men just 
low far they could go under the antt- 
:rust law, but also see to it that the 
decrees of the court in trust dissoiu- 
,ion are not made "ludicrous," as in 
he cases of the oil and tobacco trusts. 


It is pointed out that this govern- 


ment has the full right under its trea- 
:y to fortify the Panama canal and 
hat it should maintaia an adequate 
navy, and that our vessels engaged in 
trade between the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts should be passed through the 
canal free of tolls. ,It is also insisted 
:hat this government has the right to 
close the canal in times of war to 
other than our own naval vessels. 
While the Progressive party favors a 
protective ' tariff, it is insisted .that 
inch a tariff should be In the interest 
of the wage-worker and the consumer 
and that to this end the tariff should 
be revised gradually under a perma- 
nent commission of non-partisan ex- 
perts. The platform demands curren- 
cy reform, but not after the fashion 
of the Aldrich monetary plan. An- 
other plank provides for the federal 
regulation of corporations engaged in 
Interstate commerce.
